AFFORESTATION IN’ 
THE FREE STATE, 


SEVEN MLLLION TREES 
THIS SEASON. 
a 


Seven million trees approximately will 

be planted by the Forestry Section of the 
Department of Agriculture in the Irish 
Free State this season. This compares 
with 41,000,000 trees which will be planted 
in England by the British Government. 
The Free State Government will plant an 
area of 5,435 acres of land which they 
have acquired for the purpose. 
' The approximate number of trees to the 
acre is 2,000, and the principal varieties 
of trees to be planted are Scots and 
Corsican pines, common and Sitka spruce, 
Douglas fir, larch, silver fir, etc. The 
counties in which the planting is taking 
place are Wicklow, Cavan, Galway, Cork, 
Wexford, Tipperary, Clare, King’s 
County, Kilkenny, Waterford, Louth and 
Carlow. 

During the past six years the Depart- 
ment has been steadily increasing the area 
of afforestation, as will be seen from the 
following figures :— 


Present year, 1927-1928 ... 3,435 acres. 
1926-1927 ... 2,908 acres 
1925-1926 ... 3,053 acres 
1924-1925 ... 2,210 acres 
19235-1924 ... 1,176 acres. 
1922-1923 ... 959 acres. 


Thus over 27,000,000 trees will have been 
planted by the Department in those six 
years. 

The policy of the Department of Agri- 
culture appears to be to increase the area 
under trees as rapidly as possible. The 
planting of trees gives considerable em- 
ployment, beautifies the country, and is 
an incentive to, private owners to plant 
as extensively as possible.

NOVEL PROPOSAL IN 
NEW BILL. 


VOTES FOR COMPANIES. 


yy 


A novel feature of the Representation 
of the People Bill (Northern Jreland), 
which has been read a first time in the 
Northern Parliament, is a proposal to 
give votes to companies. 

The main object of the bill is to give 
the vate to women at 21 years of age, but 


‘embodied in it is the provision to give 


votes to companies, which is a new prin- 
ciple in Local Government franchise. A 
company owning premises of a valuation 
of £10 and upwards will be entitled to one 
vote at Local Government elections, but 
where the valuation exceeds £20 the 
company will be entitled to more than one 
vote, the maximum number of votes 
obtainable by any company being six, and 
the actual number being determined by 
dividing the valuation by ten. 
RESIDENCE QUALIFICATION. 

A further, and still more important, 
principle will be found in Clause 4 of the 
bill, which imposes, in addition to other 
qualifications, an over-riding qualification 
of three years’ residence in the United 
Kingdom for the Northern Ireland Parlia- 
mentary elections, as well as for the Local 
Government elections in Northern Ireland. 

Provision is also made in the bill 
whereby the Imperial Parliamentary 
Register will still continue to be used for 
the local parliamentary elections and for 
distinguishing marks being placed opposite 
the names of those persons who, though 
entitled to vote at imperial parliamentary 
elections, will not be entitled to vote at 
elections for the Parliament of Northern 
Ireland, owing to the fact that they have 
not the necessary three years’ residence in’ 
the United Kingdom. 

It should be stated, however, that the 
three years’ residence qualification will 
not apply to persons who will be entitled 
to vote at parliamentary elections on 
business premises qualifications, or to the 
representatives of companies designated 
to vote on behalf of those companies at 
Local Government elections. i 

The bill has already been read a first 
time in the House of Commons, and wil! 
come up for discussion to-morrow. 

OPPOSITION EXPECTED. 

The proposal to give votes to women at 
21 will meet with general acceptance, but 
it is believed that the provision for ex- 
tending the franchise to companies will 
meet with strenuous opposition from the 
Labour and Nationalist members.

Si WILLIAM NOBLE 
ALARMED. 


Scottish Clans Association, addressing the 
members of the Association at the Holborn 
Restaurant on Saturday, said that he was 
very much concerned about the bm 
influx into Scotland.

Something ought to be done to stem the 
influx of Irish into Scotland, otherwise 
the serious question would arise in the 
future of Scotland becoming somewhat like 
Treland. The East and North would be 
like Ulster, and the West and South-West 
would correspond with the Irish Free 
State. 


IRISH LIBRARIANS, 


ASSOCIATION FORMED. 


At a conference of Irish librarians’ ‘held 
in the Oak Room of the Mansion House, 
Dublin, yesterday, it was decided to form an 
All-Ireland Library. Association. 

Mr. P. J. Hernon, offe’ of the Dublin City 
Commissioners, who presided, said that he 
thought that there was much scope for such 
an association, which could; undoubtedly, do 
a great deal for Irish libraries and Irish 
librarianship, and might well e a valu- 
able and useful advisory body to authorities 
charged with the administration of libraries 


wise to contemplate -as he observed from 
their proposed constitution—working along 
sympathetic and conterminous lines with educa- 
tional and cultural bodies, for there ought to 
be a great deal in common between librarians 
and other associations and societies that 
make an intensive and scholarly study of any 
portion of the field of reanwer 7 fs It 

to him, therefore, that the establishment of 
such an association, as they in view was 
likely to be of immense value to themselves 
and of service to others. There should be a 
fine future ahead of their association. 
SUGGESTED SURVEY OF LIBRARIES. 

Mr. T. E. Gay, Chairman of the Library 
Service Branch, said that such an association 
would, in his opinion, in a very short time 
be in a position to speak with some influence 
and authority on almost any aspect of library 
policy or administration. Speaking of what 
would be the scope of the association’s acti- 
vities and functions, he said it would, he 
assumed, make a complete survey of libraries 
in Ireland, state their resources and value, 
their utility and the relationship that exists 
between them, and make suggestions as to 
what might be done toward their closer co- 
ordination and development. 
sider the possibility of improving the connec- 
tion between oduictianl bodies and the 
library movement. It would, through a 
steady publicity propaganda, make the public 
aware, and, perhaps, also those responsible 
for the library administration, what great 
power lies in the movement for general im- 
provement and advancement. It would en- 
courage the establishment of a county library 
service throughout the entire country; there 
were ten counties in Saorstat Eireann and one 
in Northern Ireland that do not yet possess 
such a service. 

It would, perhaps, prepare panels with lists 
of lecturers, with their subjects and their 
fees, so that library authorities would be in 
a position to arrange educational lecture 
courses. It would collect a library of what 
may be styled professional literature for the 
use of its members. It would widen the 
range of extensional work, not overlooking 
that with hospitals, prisons, the blind, etc. 
It would watch and promote legislation 
affecting libraries. It would, above all, seek 
a better and higher recognition of the status 
for the members of the profession, so that 
the word librarian would come to be honoured 
and regarded as a synonym of culture and 
zeal in the public service. 

The motion “ That the Library Association 
of Ireland be now established ” was proposed 
by Miss R. Walsh, Co. Dublin Librarian, who 
said that such an association had been the 
dream of Irish librarians for a great many 
rears.

The Schoolmasters’ Protest. 


The School Masters’ Association, which 
met last Saturday, speaks for the 
Protestant secondary schools of Ireland.

Paul’s Cathedral. He was engaged, in 
1663, by the Dean and Chapter to design 
some repairs in the ancient structure. 
Before his suggestions could be utilised 
the Cathedral was déstrcyed, with a large 
part of the City, by the Great Fire. 
Instead of repairer of the old, Sir 
Christopher Wren became the architect of 
the new St. Paul’s, and when he was 
buried there many years later the truly 
appropriate words, “Aí monumentum 
requiris, circumspice,’’ were inscribed on 
his tomb. It is not known so generally 
that he made a plan for the entire re- 
building of London. This design included 
wide streets and spacious quays along the 
river, but, unfortunately, it was not 
adopted. The City fathers of the seventeenth 
century were not prepared for so complete 
a break with London’s traditions. Many 
streets. were restored after the old, narrow 
jashion, with the result that traffic in 
twentieth century London is extremely 
congested. It is only in “ new’ 
that town-planners really have been able 
to provide for needs that could not have 
been foreseen by their ancestors. Every 
ancient city has streets in which a motor 
car is an unwelcome intruder. Old ‘build- 
ings also do not take kindly to the 
rumbling of heavy motor lorries and 
omnibuses. . These buildings may have 
been intended “ not for an age, but for all 
time,” but their architects had heard 
nothing of ‘‘ vibration.’’ Perhaps, the 
most up-to-date of modern cities may not 
have been designed conveniently for the 
days when aeroplanes will ascend and 
descend in the streets.

OBITUARY. 


MR. JOHN O’CONNOR, K.C. 
Mr. John O'Connor, K.C.,° a former 
Nationalist Member of Parliament, died on 


Saturday, last at his: residence, 5 Frognal 
Mansions, Hampstead, London, aged seventy- 
eight years. Mr. O'Connor's great. height— 
he stood six foot four and a hall inches 
without his shoes—had earned for him the 
namie ' Long John.” Like the late Michael 
Davitt, he joined the Fenian movement in 
his youth, and in later years, with Davitt, 
Pat O'Brien and other members of the Fenian 
body, he espoused the constitutional 
Nationalist policy of Parnell. 

Born m Cork, John O'Connor was educated 
Schools, and 
for a time he was engaged first in the grocery 
business and then as a commercial agent. 
Literary and debating societies attracted him 
and he became a fluent and effective speaker. 
He was not quite seventeen years old when 
he took part in the Fenian movement of 1867. 
More than once was he imprisoned under 
various Administrations. In 1879, however, 
he abandoned the physical force policy and 
threw in his lot with the Parnellites. He sat 
in Parliament for South Tipperary from 1885 
to 1892 and for North Kildare from 1905 to 
1918. His part in the debates was vigorous, 
as became the Nationalist speakers ot those 
stormy days. As a prisoner during the 
‘Plan of Campaign’ he was b; ‘ought vefore 
the Parnell Commission to give evidence. 
He told nothing of the doings of the Fenians, 
but admitted that he himseif had distributed 
arms “ail the time.”’ 

Mr. O'Connor was called to the Bar at the 
Middle Temple in 1893, and took silk in 1919. 
He built up and to the end maintained a 
profitable practice. To him was entrusted 
the defence of the notorious Jabez Balfour, 
of the Liberator frauds. Mr. O'Connor wae 
a member of the Royal Commission for the 
Chicago Exhibition (British Section) and a 
member of the Society of Arts Counct!. Apart 
from law and politics, Mr. O'Connor was in 
great demand as raconteur and couversa- 
tionalist, and his stories were enhanced by an 
uncanny gift of mimicry. 


SIR GEORGE SHEPPARD MURRAY.

All the 
present women members of the House of 
Commons are putting themselves forward 
for re-election. 


The Prayer-book. 


The -bishops who have been presiding 
over synods tu discuss and vote ‘upon 
questions relating to Prayer-book revision 
are said to be intensely surprised by the 
developments in the feeling against the 
Book, and some of them now incline to the 
view that a new policy is inevitable when 
the bishops next meet at Lambeth Palace, 
under the chairmanship of the new Arch- 
hishop of Canterbury. It is doubtful, 
however, whether this will be. the case; 
for the Archbishop of York, who then will 
be at Canterbury, is the strongest advocate 
of revision. It is from York that the 
literature used at the synods is’ sent, and 
it is to York that the bishops mak~ their 
reports. This rather suggests that there 
may be truth in the latest Prayer-book 
rumour that yet another Prayer-book is 
to be introduced which will include all the 
revisions of the 1928 Book, with the excep- 
tion ot reservation.

The crowd were then allowed to 
inspect the monument, which was guarded 
by only a-handful of gendarmes. i. party 
of young men came up with a wreath, 
which they said they wanted to lay at the 
foot of the monument. They were given 
permission by the police, when alt sain 
the young man carrying the wreath 
whipped out a hammer concealed in the 
wreath and smashed’ the nose and chin of 
the statue. A’ gendarme rushed at the 
offender and á free fight ensued. 
A gendarme hard-beset fired first into 
the air and then into the crowd.

We announce with deep 
Louis Cassidy, of 24 Fitzwi 
Dublin, Master of the Coombe 
died last Saturday evening as the result 
of injuries received in an accident when 
he was following the Ward Union Hunt. 

It was the opening meet of the season 
and Dr. Cassidy at the time of the 
accident was at the back of the hunt, so 
that the witnesses of the accident were few 
in number. So far as can be learned, 
however, he was trying to cover a stretch 
of about five feet of ditch between Lark- 
lands and the Ashbourne road, when he 
was thrown from his horse into the water 
of the ditch. The horse appears to have 
fallen on him, and when picked up he 
was unconscious. He was taken in a 
motor car to the Mater Misericordia 
Hospital, where he died. 

According to one account, Dr, Cassidy’s 
horse took off too soon, and was unable to 
cover the stretch of the ditch. failed to 
get his hind legs on the bank and fell 
backwards, throwing his rider and falling 
upon him. There were several feet. of 
water in the ditch. and Dr _ Cassidy's 
clothing was saturated. He. received all 
the possible: attention on the spot, He 
seemed to regain consciousness for a 
moment and received absolution from a 
priest who was at the hunt. 

The impression’ of a groom who was at 
the hunt was that Dr. Cassidy’s horse 
stopped at the jump, that the doctor, still 
holding the reins, fell over the horse’s head 
and that it fell in upon him. : 

Dr. Cassidy, at all events, ‘disappeared 
from sight after reaching the ditch, which 
was not visible from. the take-off side. A 
shout was heard, and members of the hunt 
nearest to the spot hastened to the doctor’s 
assistance, but as those on the other side 
had themselves to negotiate the fence Dr. 
Cassidy, it is thought, may have been a 
minute under water before help could 
reach him. The accident did not become 
known to al] the members of the hunt 
unti] -much later in the day, and Mr. 
Justice Wylie, the Master of the Hunt, 
did not hear of it until he was on his way 
back to Dublin. ' | 

The remains of Dr. Cassidy were 
removed yesterday. afternoon from the 
hospital to his late residence in Fitz- 
william square, and the funeral will take 
place from Westland row Church after 
9 o’clock Mass to-morrow to Glasnevin 
Cemetery. 

A great many messages of sympathy 
have been received at Fitzwilliam square 
and at thé Coombe Hospital. : 


DISTINGUISHED CAREER. 

Dr. Cassidy, who was the son of the 
late Mr. Anthony Cassidy, J.P., of the 
Grann, Enniskillen, received his ‘early 
education in his native town, and it was 
not pntil he had spent some years at sea 
and obtained a master mariner’s certifi- 
cate that he took up the study of medicine 
at Edinburgh University, where, in 1908, 
he took the degr2eof M.B. He became a 
Fellow of the Royal College of Surgeons, 
Ireland, in 1911, and was also a Fellow 
and a member of the Council of the Royal 
Academy of Medicine. He was Gynecolo- 
gist to the Royal City of Dublin Hospital, 
Examiner in Midwifery and Gynecology in 
Dublin University, a former senior demon- 
strator of Anatomy in the Royal College 
of Surgeons, Ireland, and Gynecologist 
to Steeveng’s Hospital, Dublin. 
Dr. Cassidy was a distinguished lecturer in 
gynecology and cancer, and was an ardent 
supporter of the National Cancer Research 
Campaign. He was, indeed, one of the 
organisers of the campaign, and was its 
secretary. Years of research into the 
elusive cause of cancer had fitted him 
eminently for such a post. At the recent 
Public Health Congress in Dublin. Dr. 
Cassidy read a learned paper on ante- 
natal care. The subject was one in which 
he was greatly interested, and he com- 
municated not a little of his interest to 
his audience. 
Not only was Dr. Cassidy looked upon 
in this country‘ as one of the foremost 
specialists in gynecology, but his pro- 
found knowledge of the subject was freely 
recognised across the Channel and on ‘the 
Continent, There he was a member of 
many medical societies, and his Jearning 
brought him into touch with the medical 
schools of Berlin and Vienna, and with 
other centres abroad, as well as with the 
schools of his University. city. For a time 
he was Secretary for Foreign Correspond- 
ence of the Royal Academy of Medicine, 
Treland. 


WAR SERVICE. 

Dr,. Cassidy joined the Royal Army 
Medical Corps soon after the outbreak of 
the European War, and was gazetted a 
captain. He served with the forces in 
Salonica, and did much to relieve suffer- 
ing among the casualties on that front. 

Malaria was another subject on which 
Dr. Cassidy was an authority. He was a 
member of the Malaria Commission in 
the Struma Valley, and was joint author 
of “ Malaria in Macedonia,’’ a book which 
threw much light on the campaign against 
malaria in the Near East. . 
Dr. Cassidy's work in Dublin is widely 
known. Nearly seven years ago he suc- 
ceeded Mr. McLaverty as Master of the 
Coombe Hospital, where he distinguished 
himself by his skill, and so great was the 
success ól the National Gynecological Con- 
ference in Dublin on the occasion of the 
Centenary of the Coombe Hospital, about 
two years’ ago, that a British Empire 
Gpdisaslewieal Society decided to hold its 
annual conference in Dublin next March. 
To Dr. Cassidy were due in a large. measure 
the visits of many outstanding men in the 
medical profession who have’ lectured in 
Dublin in recent years. 
Of Dr. Cassidy's generosity to the poor, 
perhaps only the poor themselves have a 
full appreciation, especially those of the 
Coombe area. He was always willing to 
give financial help to deserving objects, 


his profession. He.was a age © of many 
organisations in the city, including the 
All-Ireland Polo Club. Dr. Cassidy was 
respe by his brother members ol the 


at large, and loved by those in need. In 
his brilliant attainments, scrupulous sense 
of heaour and courtly manners, he was an 
Irish gentleman and scholar of the ‘best 
types “i.

FIRST APPOINTMENT TO A 


ROCKEFELLER FELLOWSHIP. 


Within the last few months the trustees of 
the Rockefeller Foundation have given their 
assent to a scheme ‘for the establishment of 
research and teaching Fellowships in con- 
nection with the School of Physic, Trinity 
College, Dublin. ., Three Fellowships, each 
worth £500 a year, have been given to this 
School. Of these Fellowships, one came into 
being on October Ist, another will be created 
in October, 1929, and a third two years later. 
The Fellowships are of a resident, and not of 
a travelling, nature. Each Fellow will be 
required to work in a department of the 
School of Physic. The work will be miainly 
of a research nature, but some teaching will 
be included as part of the duties. The present 
scheme is regarded as tentative in character, 
and will be subject to review after the lapse 
of five years.

TIRPERARY ACTION. 


At the Tipperary Circuit Court last Friday 
Judge Sealy dealt with an interesting law 
point raised in an action for damages by 
Jeremiah Gallivan, Millgrove House, Clon- 
mel, and John Slattery, Glenconner Cot- 
tages, Clonmel, for damages against Richard 
Lioyd Pennefather, of Marlow, Goold’s 
Cross, for injuries sustained in a collision 
with a motor car driven by Mr. Pennefather. 

Both plaintifis were on a motor bicycle 
on the occasion. The bicycle belonged to 
Gallivan, who was riding pillion. Gallivan 
claimed £200 for injuries to himself and his 
bicycle, and Slattery claimed £300 for per- 
sonal injuries. 

On Thursday the Judge held that there 
was negligent driving by both Slattery and 
the defendant, and that the action must be 
dismissed. 

Mr. Connolly (for the plaintiffs) held that 
if negligent driving was found on both sides, 
then Gallivan had a cause of action against 
whoever was negligent on the occasion. 

The Judge, having heard the evidence, 
said that, looking at the case in a broad 
way, Gallivan had recently purchased this 
motor-bicycle, and he had been getting les- 
sons from Slattery, who was an expert motor 
cyclist. He was there as, Gallivan’s agent. 
Slattery came down on this day to bring out 
Gallivan on the motor bicycle, with Gallivan 
on the pillion. They went: out for a run, 
and, incidentally, for Slattery to give Galli- 
van a lesson in motor cycling and to teach 
him how to drive. I think it is evident 
that Slattery was on this day acting simply 
as Gallivan’s agent.

A 
number of reforms had been started, and, if 
the chambers followed the lead given them 
by the Government they would, in their time, 
see financial restoration definitely concluded, 
and profound and beneficial changes of a 
social and economic order put into effect. 
Budgetary equilibrium had never been more 
necessary or more: difficult than at the present 
time, for the revision of salaries and pensions, 
the reduction of military service to one year, 
together with the necessity for assuring 
national security and the development of the 
wage-earning country, imposed very heavy 
charges. They must maintain a favourable 
balance in their accounts with foreign 
coufitries and seek in every way to enrich 
the hation. They must, moreover, seek to 
avoid the detestable practice of monthly votes 
on account. - . 

Parliament, M. Poincaré continued, would 
have to maintain discipline in its labours, 
and not allow any coalition of private in- 
terests to prevail against the interests of the 
nation, whether these private interests were 
professional interests or the interests of a 
group of officials or trade unionists. The 
dignity of Parliament must be maintained 
against all disturbers of the peace, and par- 
ticularly against Communist revolutionaries. 


INTERNATIONAL QUESTIONS. 

Turning to international questions, M. 
Poincaré said :—‘‘ However great be our will 
and our efforts for peace, there remain cer- 
tain difficult international questions to be 
settled, to which we cannot shut our eyes. 
The next six months will, perhaps, see some 
of the greatest post-war problems coming to 
the forefront.” 2 

With reference to the proposed permission 
to religious orders engaged in teaching 
abroad to open novitiates in France, M. Poin- 
caré said :—‘* We must not let the legitimate 
pacific influetice of France be endangered; 
that is why we wish to save from extinction 
our depleted missions in America, Asia, and 
Africa, . The same preoccupation, he added, 
would animate the Government every time 
that the moral or material interests of France 
were endangered. The Government’s only 


desire was to. carry out loyally its 
treaties and diplomatic agreements. 
it would ask favours of no one, and was 


ready to listen to any requests that might 
be addressed to it. 

M. Poincaré deelared that in all. negotia- 
tions with regard to reparations and debts 
the Government would uphold the interests 
of France.“ They would neither abandon 
blindly France’s claims against Germany nor 
accept a settlement which did not, while in- 
sisting on payment. of her own debts, assure 
a just return from reparations. The conversa- 
tions of the experts on the subject of repara- 
tions, which, it was to be hoped, would be 
opened soon, would demand on the part of 
the French delegates, together with a desire 
to reach am agreement with all the parties 
concerned, and especially with former Allies, 
sustained care and vigilance. Never would 
the Government have a greater need to rely 
upon a great, faithful and trusting majority, 
and to feel the conviction that it could speak 
in the name OÉ the country and its repre- 
sentatives.

FOREIGN OFFICE INTERVENES. 


The Press Association understands that, 
Íollowing an interview on Saturday night 
between an official at the Foreign Office in 
London and the. Secretary of the British 
Artists’ Exhibition, whose pictures haye been 
seized by the Customs officers in New York, 
the British Ambassador in Washington is to 
be asked to assist in settling the dispute. 
The “pictures, which number 304, and are 
valued at £5,000, were being shown on board 
the liner Berengaria. 

The idea of the works of lesser-known 
British artists being exhibited was conceived 
by Sir Joseph Duveen, who wrote to the 
Premier. r. Baldwin agreed that the work 
of the British artist compares favourably with 
that of his foreign contemporaies and deserves 
attention. 

Sir Joseph thereupon arranged for. a public 
exhibition. in + rengaria during her 
voyage to and.from America and her stay in 
New York. 

The pictures were on view during the trip, 
but when ria arrived at-N ork 
the Customs commandeered the whole of. the 
pictures. 

It is pointed out by an official of the ex- 
hibition that it is absolutely impossible to get 
the signatures of all the artists, and that the 
position is most serious and unexpected.

Defendant deposed that he was at the hotel 
from about 9 o'clock till near 10, and had 
three small whiskeys and two bottles of beer.

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YUGO-SLAV PARLIAMENT'S 
REPLY TO BOYCOTT. 
From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 


BELGRADE, Sunday 

Members of the Croatian Peasant Party and 
their ailies in the Skupshtina (Parliament 
who have been boycotting Parliament since 
the shooting incident cf last June, and who 
are demanding autonomy for Croatia, are 
faced with the prospect of either returning 
te Parliament or losing their salaries. 

The authorities, according to the Politika, 
have raked cut an article of the Constitution, 
which provides that deputies who do not 
aitend Parliamentary sittings, and who can 
not give a satisfactory reason for their 
absence, shall forfeit their salaries. 

This rule, which has hitherto been ignored, 
is now to be enforced rigorously by the new 
President of the Chamber. M. Imka 
Mihailovitch, and orders have heen given that 
no salaries. are to be paid to absentee 
deputies: from November onwards. 

Parliament is to reassemble on November 
5, and the names of all deputies who are not 
present on that occasion, and who, presum- 
ably, cannot account for their absence, wil! 
be struck off the pay roll. 

This action, the Pol:ttka declares, must not 
be regarded as being directed solely against 
the Croatians and their allies, but, taken in 
conjunction with the Government's decision 
to prosecute the widow of M. Stepan 
Raditch, may be regarded as one of the first 
legal measures to be taken to combat the 
Cpposition campaign.

VALUE OF ADVERTISING. 


That neither the advertiser nor the pur- 
chasing public, but rather the man who 
did not advertise paid for advertisements, 
was the contention of Mr. Theo. Brewster, 
who addressed the Cork Rotarians last 
week. As it was fairly reasonable to 
assume that an advertising firm made 
more profit than one which did not, it 
reaped additional benefits, and could not 
be truthfully described as paying for its 
publicity. On the other hand, a merchant 
who did not advertise was forced to reduce 
his selling price in erder to compete with 
his enterprising rival, and the cost of this 
reduction came out of his profits, thus 
making it clear that he paid indirectly 
for advertisements. 

The contention that the public footed 
the country’s advertising bill was refuted 
by Mr. Brewster when he said that the 
increased demand for an advertiser’s goods 
enabled him to instal bettex machinery, 
purchase the raw materials in larger 
quantities at a lower price, spread over 
a much larger production; his overhead 
expenses were lower in proportion, and 
consequently, while maintaining his profit, 
he was enabled to reduce the price of 
his goods. If it were correct to state that 
the purchasers paid for advertising, it was 
only fair to assume that, by avoiding 
advertised goods, they would be in a posi- 
tion to save money; but the advertising 
of articles did not increase their price, 
aes therefore, ix was not the public who 
paid. 


RAILWAY ECONOMIES. 


The Great Southern Railway Company's 
decision to single the line between Limerick 
Junction and Killowen has been received 
with a storm of protest in Limerick City, 
and the local Harbour Commissioners have 
made representations with a view to 
having it rescinded. They state that, if 
the single line were introduced, it would 
be contrary to the spirit of the Amalgama- 
tion Act of 1900, which guaranteed to 
Limerick all the privileges enjoyei during 
the time of the old Waterford and 
Limerick Railway Company; and it is 
suggested that, if the city is to benefit by 
the establishment of new industries on 
the completion of the Shannon power 
scheme, the railway line should not be 
touched.

PRIMATE’S TRIBUTE TO HIS 


WORTH.

He said that it was on St. Patrick’s 
Day, 1924, that Dean Hamilton was installed

His steady, quiet good 
ness, his real sanctity of mind and heart, 
his patient doing of duty, his unfailing kind- 
liness, his unobtrusive generosity in the sub- 
port of all good efforts—all those lovabie 
qualities made their influence felt, and more 
and more he was attracting the affectionate 
regard of them all.
